EXCURSION BOAT BURNS

Loss of Nearly 1,000 Lives In
the' East River,

519 Bodles Found and 300 Reported
Mliesing—Russians Forced to Re
treat—Governor of Finland Killed
Hearst Gets |lllinols Delegation
Fair Pays Government,

One of the mout appalling disasters
in the history of New Yori, tragic in
Its immensity, dramatie in its episodes,
and desply pathetic In the tender age
of most of {18 vicums, occurred Wed
nesany forenoon in the Bast river, at
the entrance of Long Island Bound,
within o short distance of the New
York shore and within sight of thou-
¢ands of persene  the majority of
whom were powerless to give ald.

The throe decked excursion stenmer
Gevperal Blocum, of the Knlckerbocker
Steamboat company, burned to the
waler'’s edge cif North Brothers Is
land, resnlting in the death through
burning or drownlng of 00 persons.

The General Slocum, which was the
largest excursion steamer in  theso
waters, left Third street, Bast river,
at 9:80 a, m,, having on board the an.
nual Sunday school excursion of St
Mark's German Lutheran church, Sixth
street.  Her destination was Locust
grove, on the Sound. The excursion
was In charge of Rev. George C P
Haas, pastor of the church. The ves
ol was commanded by Captain Will-
lam Van Schaick, one of the best
knuwn excursion boat captains in
New Yark harbor, who has commanded
the General Slocum almost since ghe
was bullt in 1891,

The fire broke out In a lunch
room on the forward deck caused hy
the overturning of a pot of grense, A
high wind fanned the flames into In
stant fury.

Efforts to suldue the fire were
futile and word was sent at once to
the captain, who started to land the
steamer at 134th  street. He was
warned, however, that the boat woull
get fire to lumber yards and oil tanks
there and changed the Slocum's
course, heading her for North Broth-
er island, half & mile away.

As the fire increased the struggle to
gain a point of vantage at the stern
became frightful. Women and chil-
dren crowded against the after-rall
wutil it gave way and hundreds were
pushed off into the river, After this
there wns n steady stream of those
whe jumped or were thrown into the
water.

The tugs and small eraft following
after Kept close in wake of the Slocum
and rescued all of those who came
within reach of thelr crews. Few of
those who were saved had on life pre
BLTYErA,

The Sloenm got within 50 feet of the
northwest polnt of North Brother s
nd and there stopped In the shallow
water, Just before the vessel was
lieached, the hurricane deck, the sup-
porig of which had hurned away, fell
with its lond of siomen and ehildren,
adding to the panie and horror of
those nn the deck helow

Very soon after, porvts of the sacond
and third deel &lso eaved in. Bu!
Lafore this hodfened the tug Walter
Trucer had coma alongside the huern-
fug steamer and heen lashed to !

Many of the pargengers ware takoen
off by the erew of the Tracey which
remained along: fde the sgteamer pntil
the tag's pilot house tock fire

There is hardly a German family on
the middle east slde of the city that
is not mourning a dead, an injured or
a missing friend or relative. St
Mark's German Lutheran church con-
talned In its membership practically
nll of those of Protestant faith within
& radiug of ten sguare blocks, The
fata) excursion was the event of the
year for scores of well-toddo  and
thrifty Teulon familles and had bheen
lovked forward to for many months.
Family parties of 10 or more had heen
made up Including in many cases the
old grandmother, the mother and the
children of all ages with a sprinkling
of those men of the families who eonld
spare a day from thelr work

Charles E, HIIl, a director of the
Knickerbocker Steamboat company,
made the follawing statement:

‘“‘Fhe cause of the fire is not known,”
snid he, *] say that bocause no inves
t'ention has been begun. The govern-
ment will undoubtedly begin an inves-
tigation. The captain {a under arrest
and¢ it would be jnadvisable for him tn
mnke any statement at present, bur he
told me that he and the first and sec
ord pilots, Hdward Van Wart and &
M. Weaver, were In the pllot honse
notil the Slooum was heached. Then
they jumped dircetly from the pllot
house into the water. The eaptain
hurt Wis leg and may require an oper
atlon. The two pilots were practically

woere sunk by torpedoes and shells,

Russians Forced to Retreat.

The Russian hope of relieving the
pressure on Port Arthur by threaten
ing the rear of General Oku, the com
mandor of the Japanese forces Invest
Ing the Russian stronghold, came t«
an end Wednesday at Telissu, a point
on the mallroad 50 miles north of Kir

JELEGATIONS CAUCUS.|

New York to Cast 78 Votes For
Roosevelt and Fairbanks.

lowa Delegation Rejocted Governor
Cummings' New Presentation of the
“lowa l|dea"—Expressions of Regret
at Absence of Faces Famillar at
Former National Conventions.

Chicago, June 21.—With the time
ocoupied In caucuses of state delega
tions, which with a few exceptions
were mere ratification meetings held
to approve state convention programs,
the day prsceding the opening of the
Republican national convention has
been the quletest ever known as the
forerunner of similar gatherings.

Henators and representatives in con
gress were as thick on the streets and
the hotel lobbies as they are in the
natlonal ecapltal when a particularly
uneventful or dry debate {s In pro-
gress in congress.

Figures prominent in the pelitical
strife of former national conventions
were everywhere, They mingled with
the delegates and others not on the
Inside, talking of anything which
promlsad even momentary Interest
When the leaders reached Chicago a
few days ago they found nothing for
them to do. Program for eonvention
was mapped out weeks ago and there
was a full realization that it was unal
terable,

The principal diversions were of-
fered by the caucuses of lowa, Illinofs
and Washington delegations. Gover
nor Cummings presented to the Hawk.
eye delegation the “lowa idea” In an
entirely new dress. It was in the form
of a plank setting forth the “idea” as
a diversion for reciprocity of tarift
schedules. It was refected by the del
egation and this sounded its death
knell so far as the present convention
Is eoncerned. In the Illinois eaucus
the Interest was In chalrmanship ol
delegation. Senator Cullom was op
posed by the Governor Yates factor
but won handily. It s conceded
that his defeat would have prevented
his re-election to the senate.

In the Washington eaucus Senator
Ankeny was elected natlonal commit.
teeman against the combined oppost-
tion of former Committeeman James
M. Ashton and J, 8. MeMillen, both of
whom were candidates for the posi
tion.

What has been popularly
the “Indiana puzzle” was one of the
features of the day. The members of
the delegation from the Hoosler state
met to determine their ecourse In re
gard to the boom of Senator Fair
banks for vice presidency. Senator
Falrhanks attended the meeting and
nddressed the delegates. He talked
for 15 minutes, the meeting adjonrned
and the delegation was no wiser con
cerning his wishes, beyond a repetition
of his statement that he did not de
sire his state to present his name for
the viee presidency.

Expressions of genuine regret at the
absence of faces famillar at similar
gatherings four, elght and twelve
vears ago are heard on every side
Men who have played leading roles
in the art of making tickets and plat
forms are ahsent.

Pos
gibly the wording may be changed and
those who have been tRlking revisior
will secure the use of the word “re
vises” to expregs the jdea that is o br
conveyed, but even this |ls consldere!
doubtful.

The majority are against havinre
anything like a general revislon of thr
tarift suggested and will contend for
the words “changes In tariff schedules
when conditlons make It necessary,”
a8 ample to cover all that Is Intended
by the Republican party.

Senator Hansbrough, who intend:
to offer a provision for a revision, has
not recelved much support. Only
Oregon seems to have approved the
revision idea, the senator’'s own state
delegation refusing to give him sup
port. Oregon alos declared against &
ship subgidy, but It Is not Intended te
make the declaration for the lmprove
ment of the merchant marine endorse
any particular plan.
